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Guardsmen Help 
Fight to Control 
Fires Near Boise

Idaho National guardsmen were enrolled today in the 
expanding fight to control the two big fires and a dozen 
smaller ones burning out of control in tinder dry forest 
lands. Called up were 34 men from units in Boise. They 
will provide heavy equipment needed to augment facil- 
ities of the regular firefighting organizations. They were 
summoned under provisions of a proclamation issued 
last week by* Gov. Robert ~ 
, E. Smylie. It put the Na- 



tional Guard on a state of 
alert available for emerg- 
ency fire fighting duty at 
any time. 

The guardsmen had cargo 
trucks, several five-ton water 
distributors, an ambulance and 
a couple of jeeps. 

U.S. Forest Service, Bureau 
of Land Management and State 
Forestry Department crews bat- 
tled the blazes, using heavy 
equipment on the ground and 
aerial transportation to shift 
men as needed. 

Listed as the largest fire, 
with 1,500 acres of timberland

Leaders in the nation's capital should 
start concentrating on. individuals, not 
weapons.

Admittedly, guns 
can extend the range of an individual's 
violence, but death can and does result 
from fists, rocks, clubs, knives, broken 
glass and a wide variety of similar items. 
The trick is to identify, isolate and treat 
the Individual who might be inclined to

Equally faulty is the argument that 
strict gun controls will result In a big de- 
cline in crime,. New York has had its 
famed Sullivan Law on the books for 
many .years. And still New York crime 
hasn't'' diminished; if anything, it has 
grown right along with the population 
Yet the example means nothing to those 
who ndvocatc strict control ol firearms.

Besides, it used to he a,, principle that a 
company performing a public service should be 
willing, in return for its franchise, to make some 
financial sacrifices in some of Its operations. 

Since tho-rallroads, rights-of-way are a public 
grant, passenger service is a public right and no 
railroad hns the moral or even legal authority 
to decide It should bo abandoned. If the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has the guts of a 
neurotic mouse, it will give New York Central 
the back of its hand on this one.

TOKYO (AP) — Mao Tze-tung 
has decreed a new revolution in 
Chinese, life which may lead to 
destruction of all he now stands 
for. 

Mao's latest blueprint for the 
720 million people he rules calls 
for tearing the. fabric of every- 
day Chinese existence. It calls 
on soldiers to become part-time 
peasants and small-factory 
managers.-'on' peasants' to"be^ 
come part-time factory hands, 
on the industrial proletariat to 
dig gardens and run small 
farms. 

The nlm Is to produce a new 
breed of Chinese: The peasant- 
worker and the worker-peasant, 
politically aware, militarily 
trained individual uniting the 
cultures of city and countryside. 

The Communist' chairmai 
visionary plan appears to have 
been published at all levels in 
China a few months ago. Oppo- 
sition to it has touched off the 
gravest internal crisis in Red 
China's 17-year history, result- 
ing in a purge which has struck 
down opponents in the army, 
the party, the government, and 
in many fields or culture. 

The plan was not disclosed 
Internationally until last Tues- 
day. The purpose, one directive 
from Mao, 72. s aid. Is to "pre- 
vent a restoration of capitalism, 
to consolidate the dictatorship 
of the proletariat and guarantee 
the gradual transition to Com- 
munism."

Hay Shortage Expected 
To Build up in Idaho 



BOISE" — A shortage of hay 
face3 Idaho. Tho feed situation 
that may become more serious 
by winter was reported today by 
R. Wayne Robinson, University 
of Idaho extension marketing 
specialist, In the August Issue of 
"Economic Facts for Idaho Ag- 
riculture." 

The Idaho hay crop Is likely to 
be the' smallest since 1360, he 
said. Production was estimated 
July 1 tn 2,959,090 tons and con- 
ditions have not improved since. 
The expected yield of 2.32 tons 
per acre Is the lowest since 
1351. Acreage of Idaho hay is 
slightly greater than last year. 
All states bordering Idaho ex- 
pect to grow less hay this year 
Ihnn in 1005. 

There was a larger carry-over 
of hay in tho state last spring, 
the summary said, hut dry 
weather caused much of It to 
disappear. Continued d r o u g lit 



will be reflected In a shortage 
of hay and other roughage next 
fall and winter. Supplemental 
feeding since May 1 cut into hay 
supplies. Frost and dry weather 
reduced the first cutting and 
hurt prospecta for further cut- 
tings. 

Range feed conditions are the 
lowest since 1924 and H per cent 
below average. Cattle and sheep, 
however, have remained In gen- 
erally good shape. Supplement- 
al feed and water have been 
hauled to ranges. Some live- 
stock was moved to feed lots, 

The report said Idaho expects 
to harvest fall potatoes from a 
record number of 311,000, acres. 
Tho area is 11 per cent larger 
than the previous record of J0O5; 
Most of the Increase was on 
newly developed land, .Some was 
a result of planting potatoes on 
nhnndoncd sugar-beet acreage.

While maintaining an injury 
level below that of all manu- 
facturing, the small arms Indus- 
try reached its highest point fn 
several years. The rise above 
the first quarter,- 1065 was asso- 
ciated with a substantial in- 
Inc reuse In overtime' hours 
worked as well aa-Blightly* high- 
er employment. 

A major safety record was 
achieved this quarter by logging

New Seed Potato Cutter 



' ITHACA, Mich. — To grow 
potatoes a farmer must have 
seeds, end a potato seed is 
-reallyjust a piece of potato con- 
taining'*!" eye. 

Cutting up seed potatoes for 
planting can bo a -frustrating 
and time-consuming chore for 
the average farmer, so a. cen- 
tral Michigan vegetable farmer 
has developed a machine to 
eliminate most of the work. 

Two versions of the seed po- 
tato cutter are mado by the 
Dilts-Wetzel Manufacturing Co. 
or Ithaca, which was set up to 
produce the machine developed 
by its rarmer-inventor-presldent, 
Clirford Wetzel. 

Ono version is a little larger 
than the other, but both are very 
■ similar iri_^nstniciiorij_Ihoy 
, neatly slico various size potatoes 



The potatoes are'drawn from 
the hopper by a conveyor and 
sorted , automatically for size — 
small, medium and large.

Goodyear, produces a more con- 
ventional 10-2.75 tiro for use on 
light utility vehicles such as 
carts.

Production of corn for grain 
in Idaho was estimated at 1,575, 
000 bushels, up one per cent 
from the 1,560,000 bushels pro- 
duced in I9G5. Acreage for har- 
vest as grain, at 21,000 acres, 
is up 1,000 acres from 1965. 

The U.S. production of corn 
for grain forecast was 4.2 billion 
bushels — one' per cent above' 1 
1965 and 12 per cent larger 
than the 1960-64 average. 

The 1966 Idaho wheat crop 
(winter and spring) forecast 



was 38,724,000 bushels as of 
July 1. A crop this size would 
be 10342,000 bushels below last 
year and 601,000 bushels below 
the 1960-64 average. 

Winter wheat acrcogc 
harvest is three per cent below 
last-yoar-huulJ-per-ccnt-abavc- 
avcrogc.

This would increase the mem- 
bership in this club of really big 
earners bv three more than at 
the end of I9G5. 

And ihe - total earnings of 
these leading corporations will 
be well above last year's, 
despite some foot-dragging by 
the three motors and one of Ihe 
two steels in the club. 
—At— the halfway -mark-in- the— 
race this year, 18 companies 
already had made more than 
$100 million each. 

With .the few exceptions, most 
of 'the companies are setting a 
faster earnings pace this year 
than at the same time in 1965. 
This was also true of the major- 
ity of corporations, those who 
make more modest profits. 

The after-tax earnings of 1)316 
nonfinancial corporations tabu- 
lated by the First National City 
Bank, New York, totaled S13.3 
billion, or 12 per cent more than 
in the 19G5 first half. Year-to- 
year gains were reported by 83 
per cent of the companies. Their 
second quarter profits this year 
came to $6.9 billion, 



cent Irom _the__March quarter, 
anil 12 per cent above the like 
1965 period. 

Manufacturing companies 
showed a 11 per cent gain In tho 
first" half of 196B over the year 
earlier figures. Railroads were 
up 30 per cent. Electric and gas 
utilities were up 6 per cent and 
telephone and telegraph compa- 
nies 12 per cent. 

But it is the biggest money 
earners that produce the really 
flashy figures at the halfway 
point in' 1966. 

As compiled by The Associat- 
ed' Press, the nine biggest kept 
their comparative rank — from 
No. I General Motors with '(1.14 
billion in net income In the first 
six months to No. 9 California 
Standard Oil with $212,929,000.
